On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957, An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meeting" in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and 
individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," 
self -described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) , reported that rank- 
and-file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with 
national offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 
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In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites.

Tampa 
FBI head, Joseph Santoiana said 
they went to see. Rogers on an

Recently an extremist informant of the Cincinnati 
Division along with other individuals visited ROBERT DEPUGH, 
former head of the Minutemen (I4M) . During this visit DEPUGH 
indicated his desire to reestablish the M4 as an "umbrella" - 
type organization including under its control such groups 
as the National States Rights Party ,(NSRP) ,- the National 
Socialist White Peoples Party (NSWPP) , and the United Klans 
of America, Inc., (UKA) . In connection therewith, he 
stated that such an "umbrella" organization could only 
survive if a couple of known Federal sources operating 
within the organization could be pinpointed and thereafter 
a good example made of these individuals. "He did not 
further elaborate with respect to this statement. 

Although there is no , reason to believe that DEPUGH 
has identified any of our sources, it would appear^ he may ; 
attempt to do so in an effort to carry out the above idea. 
All investigative personnel handling informants targeted against 
MM, NSRP, NSV7PP, the UKA or other Klan and white hate groups - 
should- be aware of DEPUGH 's comments and are cautioned to 
be alert for any information that individuals are attempting 
to identify our informants. DEPUGH 's comments should not be 
made known to our informants in the interest of protecting the 
identity of the Cincinnati informant who furnished this 
information. 




In further connection therewith, investigative 
personnel handling all extremist informants should be reminded 
to be constantly alert in dealings with extremist informants to 
assure that no efforts are being made to infiltrate our 
informant program.
